To  the  Chairman  and  'Members . of  the  School  Services  and 
Welfare  Committee. 

LADIES  .and-  GENTLEMEN, 

This  combined  report  for  the  years  1948  and  1949 
reflects  my  inability,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  and  poor 
health,  to  present  the  reports  separately  and  earlier.  There 
have  been  so  many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  department, 
and  so  many  additional  duties  and  responsibilities  placed  on 
the  department  that  I had  to  choose  between  postponing  the 
recording  of  or  delaying  the  changes  resulting  from  the 
introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

It  is  much  too  soon  yet  to  make  an  accurate 
assessment  of  the  benefits  to  school  children  arising  from 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  One  is  confident  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  should  ultimately  benefit  the  school 
child  because  domiciliary  treatment  is  now  provided  for  all 
who  need  it.  Hospital  treatment  had  previously  been  provided 
free  or  at  a reduced  rate  for  an  increasing  number  of  children 
in  the  county  as  the  School  Health  Service  developed  during 
the  last  twenty  years. 

One  of  the  unfortunate  results  of  the  introduction 
of  the  Act  is  the  very  long  delay  in  the  provision  of 
spectacles  for  children  who  need  them  urgently.  The  delay  has 
extended  for  more  than  twelve  months  in  several  cases  and  the 
average  length  of  the  waiting  period  is  about  six  months.  I 
need  not  detail  the  well  known  causes  for  this  delay  which  is' 
only  very  gradually  being  shortened.  There  is  an  increasing 
delay  in  obtaining  hospital  treatment  for  children  suffering 
from  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and  Orthoptic  defects. 

I wish  to  record  gratefully  my* appreciation  of  the 
continued  co-operation  of  the  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and 
Throat  Specialists  during  the  transition  period  when  their 
terms  of  service  had  not  been  settled. 

An  ever  increasing  number  - of  children  are  being 
referred  to  the  Paediatrician,  Dr.  Gwyn  Griffith,  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  the  closest  collaboration  and  assistance. 

I regret  to  record  that  the  School  Dental  Service  is 
disintegrating  as  a result  of  the  resignation  of  the  Senior 
Dental  Officer  in  order  to' enter  general  practice  and  because 
of  the  impossibility,  at  present  scales  of  salaries,  of 
attracting  applicants  for  the  post  and  that  of  the  fourth 
assistant  Dental  Officer.  Although  school  children  may  obtain 
treatment  from  dentists  in  private  practice,  they  cannot 
regularly  inspect  the  children  nor  do  much  more  than  offer 
treatment  for  teeth  already  seriously  damaged.  There  can  be 
no  systematic  and  continuous  persuasion  to  accept  treatment 
early  and  to  adopt  sound  dental  hygiene  practices.  If  the 
School  Dental  Service  is  allowed  to  disintegrate  further  and 
eventually  to  cease  functioning  entirely,  the  dental 
condition  of  our  children  will  rapidly  become  as  bad  as  it  was 
before  the  service  was  established.  Such  a condition, 
producing  dental  and  general  disease,  not  only  in  children  but 
eventually  in  adults,  would  be  wasteful,  ludicrous  and  tragic. 
Two  of  the  three  existing  Assistant  Dental  Officers  are  due  to 
retire  soon.  In  order  to  attract  personnel  into  the  service 
so  that  it  may  be  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  children  and 
future  adults,  the  service  must  be  made  at  least  as  attractive 


monetarily  and  otherwise  in  comparison  with  private  practice 
as  it  was  before  the  introduction  of  the  Act.  Until  this 
relative  position  has  been,  restored,  I can  see  no  alternative 
to  a continuous  lowering  of  the  dental  health  standards  of 
the  nation. 


A scheme  for  the  immunisation  of: children  against 
Diphtheria  was  introduced  in  this  County  in  January  1939? 
having  first  obtained  the  approval  of  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities  to  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  giving 
the  injections  to  school  children  and  to  the  payment  by  the 
Authorities  of  a capitation  fee  for  each,  school  child  immunised. 

A large  proportion  of  school  children  and  children  under  school 
age  were  rapidly  immunised. 

In  my  opinion,  the  introduction  of  immunisation  in 
January  1939  probably  prevented  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  of 
the  gravis  type  during  the  war  years  when  so  many  children 
were  evacuated  into  the  county.  During  the  ten  years  after  the 
introduction  of  the  scheme,  not  one  child  who'  had  been 
completely  immunised,  died  from  diphtheria  although  several 
children  and  adults  Who  had  not  been  immunised  succumbed  to  the 
disease.  The  decline  in  the  Death  and  the  Attack  rates  is 
strikingly  illustrated  in  the  table  on  Page  27. 

This  conquest  of  Diphtheria  leads  one  to  hope' and 

believe  that  other  infectious  diseases  - particularly  tuberculosis, 

may  soon  be  controlled  and  eliminated.  . ., 

. 

A neVr  system  of  recording  and  tabulating  Handicapped 
Children  was  introduced. . This  section  of  the  Service  absorbs  an 
increasing  and  very  considerable  amount  of  the  time  of  all • 
members  of  the  staff. 

In  September  1948,  Dr.  G.  ’ Wynne  Griffith,  my • Deputy 
left  after  a brief  but  most  helpful  period  to  become  a 
colleague  in  Anglesey.  Dr.  Harding,  my  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  decided  to  retire  from  active  Public  Health 
Service  in  April  1949.  Two  senior  and  experienced ■ Medical 
Officers  leaving  so  near  each  other  caused  administrative 
difficulties.  Dr.  M.  A.  Humphreys  left  in  April  1949  because' 
of  family  responsibilities. 

The  retirement  on  pension  of  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr’.  D.  T. 
Williams',  added  to  these  difficulties.  He  left  the  service, 
in  September  1949?  having  given  twenty-five  years  faithful  and 
conscientious  service  as  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department.  I wish 
all  former  members  of  ray  staff  contentment  and  happy 
achievements  in  their  new  spheres. 

It  was  a pleasure  to  welcome  -tr-,  G.  Wyn  Roberts  as  my 
Deputy  in  August  1948,  «*'' 

I record  my  appreciation  of  the  Director fs 
co-operation  and  of  the  continuous  encouragement  of  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee.  To  those  members  of  the 
staff  who  have  worked  diligently,  I offer  my  grateful  thanks.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 


School  children  have  been  examined  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health  Service 
Regulations,  194?.  The  periods  specified  in  the  Regulations 
for  these  inspections  are:- 

(a)  Children  admitted  foe  the  first  time  to  a maintained 
school  - as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of 
admission,, 

(b)  Children  attending  maintained  Primary  Schools  - during 
their  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  schools. 

(c)  Children  attending  maintained  Secondary  Schools  - during 
their  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  schools. 

(d)  Children  attending  maintained  schools  or  County  Colleges  - 
from  time  to  time  as  the  Minister  may  direct. 

In  addition  all  children  in  schools  under  5 years  of  age  are 
inspected  annually;  all  children  found  to  be  suffering  from 
defects  are  re-inspected,  and  special  cases  are  examined  at  the 
request  of  headteachers  and  health  visitors  at  schools  and  clinics. 

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

UNCLEANLINESS  s - The  numbers  of  inspections  for  cleanliness  by 
school  nurses  were  82711  in  1948,  and  672.55  in  1949 . Of  those 
inspected  2673  (3.24%)  in  1948  and  965  (1.43$)  in  1949,  were  found 
to  be  unclean.  Action  was  taken  in  accordance  with  Section  54(2) 
of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  and  566  and  354  Cleansing  Notices  were 
issued  in  1948  and  1949  respectively. 

DEFECTS  OF  THE  NOSE  AND  THROAT;-  Of  the  15741  children  examined  in 
19483  157  (0.99$)  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  defects  of 
the  nose  and  throat,  and  143  (1.26%)  were  found  to  require  treatment 
out  of  a total  of  11,343  examined  in  1949. 

ERRORS  OF  REFRACTION  (INCLUDING  SQUINT ) s - The  total  number  of 
children  found  to  require  treatment  for  defective'  vision  in  1948 
was  372  (or  2.33$  of  those  examined).  In  addition  107  (0,67$) 
children  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  squint.  In  1949 , 

245  (2,15$)  children  required  treatment ' for  defective  vision, 
and  8l  (0.71$)  for  squint. 

DEFECTIVE  HEARING  AND  EAR  DISEASES;-  Sixty-three  children  (0.4$) 
were  found  to  require  treatment  for  defects  of  the  ears  during 
1948,  and  36  (0.3$)  during  1949.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY:-  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the 
Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited  the  County  during  October 
and  November  1948  and  surveyed  school  children  over  the  age  of 
fourteen  years.  A similar  survey  of  school  children  over  the 
age  of  eleven  years  was  made  in  January  and  February  1947. 
Children  under  ten  years  of  age  seldom  develop  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  but  over  this  age  the  proportionate  number  of 
cases  found  increases  rapidly  up  to* the  early  twenties  and  then 
diminishes.  The  importance  of  examining  school  children  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  is  therefore  apparent. 

A.  total  of  2,571  children  was  examined  in  seven  Centres. 

When  any  doubt  occurred  concerning  the  appearance  of  the 
miniature  film  the  particular  child  was  re-called  for  a large 
sized  radiograph  and  for  further  medical  examination.  Thirty-six 


children  were  re-called  for  this  purpose. 

Details  of  the  Findings  of  the  Survey.

Eight  children  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by 
the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Unit  (three  from  Bangor, 
two  from  Caernarvon,  one  from  Pwllheli,  one  from  Penygroes  and 
one  from  Portmadoc).  One  of  these  children  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  remaining  seven 
will  be  kept  under  observation  for  some  time.  Parents  were 
informed  that  if  I did  not  communicate  with  them  within  fourteen 
days  of  the  child  being  seen,  they  could  assume  that  nothing 
abnormal  was  found. 

The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Unit  notified  the 
Private  Practitioners  when  referring  a child  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  and  the  findings  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  were 
notified  to  the  Health  Department.  The  child  notified  as 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  excluded  from  school 
and  was  periodically  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

Defects  other  than  Tuberculosis  were  notified  to  the  Private 
Practitioners  and  a note  of  the  defect  was  entered  on  the  child's 
Medical  Inspection  Schedule  so  that  the  child  may  be  kept  under 
observation  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  and  School 
Nurses  at  future  visits  to  schools. 

In  consultation  with  the  Private  Practitioners  many  of  the 
children  were  referred  to  Specialists  for  further  examination 
and  necessary  treatment. 

Several  children  found  to  have  defects  were  already  under 
observation  and  receiving  treatment  under  the  School  Health 
Services.

An  alteration  in  the  classification  of  nutrition  in  1947  caused. 

K °me  doubts  in  the  minds  of  the1  Assistant  Medical  Officers  which  we r 
net  . conveyed  to  me  until  some  time  had  elapsed.  These  doubts  and  the: 
obvious  defects  of  any  clinical  assessment  of  a child's  nutritional 
state  lead  me  to  believe  that  the  differences  between  the 
classifications  in  1948  and  1949  are  of  no  statistical  significance . 
I,  therefore,  regard  the  comparison  of  heights  and'  weights  of 
children  in  various  years  as  reflecting  more  accurately  although  not 
absolutely  perfectly  the  general  state  of  their  nutrition.

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SKIN  DISEASES : Treatment  for  skin  diseases  was  given  in  279 
instances  during  1948,  of  which  16  were  Ringworm  (Scalp  5; 

Body  11)  Scabies  47,  Impetigo  151  and  other  skin  diseases  65. 
During  1949  the  number  of  defects  treated  was  225,  comprising 
15  cases  of  Ringworm,  55  Scabies,  91  Impetigo  and  64  other  skin 
diseases , 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS:  There  were  541  Handicapped  Pupils  on  the 
Department's  Register  on  December  31st,  1949.  Twenty-two  of 
these  were  in  Special  Schools  and  five  were  receiving  tuition  at 
home.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
vacancies  at  Special  Schools  especially  for  Physically  Handicapped 
and  Educationally  Sub-normal  Children.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
thirty-seven  pupils  requiring  places  in  special  schools  or  Homes 
were  unplaced.

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DENTAL  SERVICES. 

I have  received  this  report  from  the  Senior  Dental  Officer: 
To  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


Dear  Sir, 

Inspection  and  Treatment. 

During  1948,  19,974  children  were  inspected  by  me  and  the 
three  Assistant  Dental  Officers.  In  addition,  982  cases  were  seen 
by  special  request  at  clinics,  thus  making  a total  of  20-956.  Of 
this  number,  12,071  were  found  to  require  treatment.  7,o09 
received  treatment  and  this  number  of  children  made  8,239 
attendances  for  treatment. 
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4,973  fillings  were  inserted  in  permanent  teeth. 

696  fillings  were  inserted  in  deciduous  teeth. 

This  saving  of  deciduous  teeth  is  of  great  importance,  as 
the  deciduous  dentition  forms  the  foundation  for  the  permanent 
one.  The  greater  number  of  deciduous  teeth  retained  in  the  mouth 
until  the  correct  time  for  the  eruption  of  the  second  teeth,  the 
greater  are  the  chances  of  a strong,  well  aligned  permanent 
dentition. 

1,160  permanent  teeth  were  extracted.  A considerable  portion 
of  this  figure  were  teeth  extracted  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
existing  mal-alignment,  or,  to  prevent  its  formation.  Overcrowding 
leads  to  mal-occlusion  and  unequal  stresses  on  individual  or  groups 
of  teeth.  This  mal-occlusion,  combined  in  some  instances  with 
overcrowding,  gives  rise  to  pyorrhoea-alveolaris.  The  extraction 
of  the  four  first  molars  in  overcrowded  mouths,  if  done  when  the 
pre-molars  have  just  erupted  (at  approximately  10  years  of  age) 
has  the  advantage  of  allowing  sufficient  room  for  the  teeth  to 
drift  backwards  and  thus  form  a natural  alignment.  It  has  also 
the  advantage  of  preventing  probable  impaction  of  the  third  molars. 

7,454  temporary  teeth  were  extracted. 

Half-days:  Division  of  Work, 


269  half  day  sessions  were  devoted  to  inspections  and  1,242 
half  days  to  treatment.  In  the  second  half  of  the  year  52 
administrations  of  general  anaesthetics  were  carried  out.  For 
nervous  or  small  children  this  is  the  ideal  method.  Other 
operations,  consisting  of  scaling  and  polishing  the  teeth,  treatment 
of  temporary  teeth  with  Silver  Nitrate  and  treatment  of  various 
ulcerative  conditions,  amounted  to  l,l6l. 

The  aim  of  the  School  Dental  Service  is  to  ensure  that  as  many 
children  as  possible  leave  school  with  sound  dentitions.  Further, 
that  they  receive  training  and  encouragement  in  the  care  of  their 
teeth. 

The  chief  object  to  overcome  in  the  mind  of  the  patient  is 
the  fear  of  being  hurt.  At  the  Bangor  Clinic,  facilities  for  this 
object  are,  at  present,  greater  than  at  other  clinics. 

Block  Anaesthesia. 


This  has  been  used  in  all  cases  over  6 years  of  age,  for  the 
extraction  of  molars.  It  gives  a far  deeper  anaesthesia  than  does 
an  injection  by  infiltration.  This  block  method  has  the  advantage 
of  allowing  one  to  by-pass  a local  alveolar  abscess  and  thereby 
prevent  a local  infection  from  spreading. 

Analgesia:  Nitrous  Oxide  and  Oxygen. 

In  this  state  the  patient  is  conscious  and  can  give  a certain 
amount  of  co-operation.  Pain  stimuli  are,  however,  dulled  and 
excitement  quietened.  In  older  children,  i.e.  10  years  of  age 
and  upwards,  sufficient  co-operation  is  obtained  to  complete  the 
cavity  preparation  of  a sensitive  tooth,  thus  obviating  the  after 
discomfort  of  an  injection.  In  fact,  the  sensation  of  analgesia 
is  pleasant  rather  than  otherwise.  In  some  children,  of  all  ages, 
particularly  under  10  years  of  age,  the  thought  of  having  an 
injection  gives  rise  to  great  excitability.  When  these  young 
patients  are  too  unco-operative  to  allow  an  injection,  I have 
found  it  most  useful  to  give  the  injection  under  analgesia.  The 
absence  of  pain  then  gains  their  confidence  and  one  is  allowed  to 
carry  on. 
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Post  Operative  Haemorrhage. 

During  the  year  few  children  were  troubled  with  post 
operative  haemorrhage.  When  the  parent  reports  a previous 
tendency,  they  are  told  to  see  their  Doctor  and  suggest  a short 
course  of  Calcium  Lactate  or  Vitamin  'K'.  When  they  return  for 
treatment  they  are  pleased  at  the  non-occurrence  of  this  rather 
frightening  aspect.  Not  a single  case  of  post  operative 
swelling  was  reported  during  the  year.  When  a difficult 
extraction  was  encountered  and  some  bruising  of  the  bone  and 
tissue  involved,  a Penicillin  and  M & B cone  was  inserted  in  the 
socket.  Healing  was  then  usually  normal  and  uneventful. 

Soft  and  badly  calcified  teeth  have,  in  some  instances, 
shown  improvement  after  a course  of  Mineral  Salts. 


Gingivitis. 

Treatment  included  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth  and 
in  some  stubborn  cases  Vitamin  ’C'  therapy  was  advised  and 
carried  out.  The  results  were  satisfactory.  One  bad  case  of 
gingivitis  was  very  successfully  treated  by  Mr.  Wynne  Griffith, 
Bangor,  by  the  operation  MGingivectomyM. 


Cleft  Palates. 

Two  cases  of  cleft  palates  have  been  operated  upon  and  I 
have  seen  both  children  since.  They  showed  great  improvement 
and  both  parents  and  children  were  pleased.  This  should  be 
followed  by  speech  therapy. 


Dentures . 

Twelve  children  with  broken  septic  front  teeth  received 
immediate  denture  service,  i.e.  the  denture  was  made  before 
the  tooth  was  extracted  and  inserted  immediately  after  rinsing 
following  the  extraction.  Boys  and  girls  over  14  years  of  age 
showed  a tendency  to  embarrassment  at  the  thought  of  having 
teeth  removed  and  having  a gap  in  the  front  of  the  mouth  for 
some  weeks.  However,  this  was  overcome  to  their  s .tisf action 
by  this  method. 

Three  cases  of  root  treatment  have  been  undertaken.  In 
each  case,  the  pulp  had  died  and  become  painful,  while  the  tooth 
appeared  sound.  The  pulp  was  removed  and  the  pulp  cavity  filled. 
These  will  be  X-rayed  every  six  months  to  guard  against  a granuloma 
and  resulting  formation  of  a focal  infection.  Should  a granuloma 
form,  then  * A.picectoray 1 will  be  advised.

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MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  TREATMENT. 


MINOR  AILMENTS:  A total  of  1,695  Minor  Ailments  were  treated 
during  1948.  In  1949,  1,403  Minor  Ailments,  comprising  225 
skin  complaints,  eye  diseases,  77  ear  defects,  and  1,023 
miscellaneous  defects  were  treated.  The  number  of 
attendances  at  the  various  clinics  was  4,030  in  1948  and 
3,532  in  1949. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS:  A total  of  1,647  children  were  referred  to  the 
Ophthalmic  Specialist  in  1948,  and  spectacles  were  prescribed 
to  1,362  of  them.  Other  forms  of  treatment  were  given  to  145 
children.  Of  1,368  children  who  were  seen  by  the  Ophthalmic 
Specialist  in  1949,  spectacles  were  prescribed  to  1,078  and 
74  received  other  forms  of  treatment. 

In  addition  54  minor  eye  defects  were  treated  at  the  Minor 
Ailment  Clinics  in  1948,  and  7 8 similar  cases  were  dealt  with 
in  1949. 

NOSE  AND  THROAT:  Operative  treatment  for  cases  of  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids  was  provided  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  General 
Hospital,  Bangor,  and  at  the  Llandudno  and  District  Hospital,

CHILD  GUIDANCE  AND  PSYCHIATRIC  SERVICE. 


This  service  germinated  at  the  outset  of  the  war 
when  Dr0  Dorothy  Newell  of  the  Tavistock  Clinic  came  to 
the  county  and  at  my  request,  dealt  with  the  many 
difficult  problem  arising  among  the  evacuated  children. 

She  performed  most  significant  and  effective  work  and  I 
was  impressed  with  the  results  she  obtained  in  spite  of 
obvious  difficulties.  When  she  left  at  the  end  of  five 
months,  the  Provisional  National  Council  for  Mental 
Health  provided  her  successor  - Miss  L,  Orr.  From 
February  1940  until  September  1942,  four  other  Psychiatric 
Social  Workers  served  in  the  county  for  varying  periods 
and  dealt  mostly  with  evacuated  children.  I soon 
realised  that  some  of  our  own  children  who  were 
mal-ad. justed  could  also  be  assisted. 


In  September  1942,  Mr.  Gilbert  H.  Gell  commenced 
duties  as  a Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  He  rapidly 
developed  the  service  and  extended  it  to  provide  for 
adult  cases.  Regular  clinics  were  held  at  Llandudno, 
Bangor,  Caernarvon,  Pwllheli  and  Portmadoc.  Early  in 
1943,  I secured  the  ready  co-operation  of  Dr.  J.  H.  0. 
Roberts,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  North  Wales 
Hospital  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Disorders,  Denbigh,  who 
attended  the  main  child  guidance  clinic  at  Bangor  twice 
monthly.  Later  in  the  same  year,  Dr,  Rogers,  the 
Educational  Adviser  to  the  University  College  of  North 
Wales  became  an  honorary  member  of  a team  which  was 
later  joined  by  Dr.  Martha  Vidor,  the  Psychologist  of 
the  Hospital,  Despite  the  return  of  wartime  evacuees  to 
their  own  homes,  the  growing  appreciation  of  the 
facilities  offered  by  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  became 
more  apparent.  The  number  of  cases  attending  increased 
annually  and  it  was  necessary  to  hold  the  main  Clinic  at 
Bangor  weekly. 


A Hostel  for  mal-adjusted  children  was  established  by 
me,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  at  Penybryn, 
Caernarvon,  in  1941  and  closed  in  1947.  Although  the 
premises  were  most  unsuitable,  the  Hostel  proved  most 
successful  in  stabilising  difficult  evacuees  and  some  of 
our  own  "problem  children".  The  children  were  brought 
periodically  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  and  Mr.  Gell 
exercised  continuous  and  close  supervision  over  it. 


I was  exceedingly  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr, 
Gell  in  September  1948  when  he  left  to  become  the  first 
Children's  Officer  in  Dorsetshire.  He  strove  tirelessly 
to  develop  and  extend  the  Child  Guidance  Service  in  this 
county.  Recognising  the  need  for  establishing  a Mental 
Health  Service  as  an  integral  part  of  a Health  Department, 
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he  also  gave  me  invaluable  assistance  in  my  efforts 
to  establish  a comprehensive  service.  The  many  written 
and  verbal  tributes  by  those  whom  he  helped  in  many 
directions  - parents  and  patients  - serve  as  one  record 
of  an  onerous  task  faithfully  and  successfully  performed. 


The  Child  Guidance  Service  is  now  directed  by  Dr. 
E.  Simons,  the  Consultant  Child  Psychologist  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  a clinic  is  held  weekly 
in  Bangor.  Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Gell,  the 
peripheral  clinics  were  closed  because  it  proved 
impossible  to  obtain  a qualified  successor.

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MILK  IN  SCHOOLS  SCHEME. 


The  provision  of  free  milk  to  school  children  was 
originally  recommended  to  the  Committee  in  1932 , and  some 
voluntary  associations  provided  free  milk  to  necessitous 
and  delicate  children  in  their  own  localities.  During 
a period  of  nine  months  in  1933 ? approximately  6,000 
bottles  of  free  milk  were  supplied  to  Junior  Schools  in 
Caernarvon  by  the  Rotary  Club.  It  was  in  October  1934, 
however,  that  the  official  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  was 
introduced  and  various  types  of  graded  milks  became 
available  for  about  12,000  children. 


In  1938,  160  schools  were  supplied  with  milk,  and 
during  1949?  171  schools  were  supplied  from  34  sources 
with  approximately  14,011  (88.1$)  children  partaking. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  supply  the  schools  with 
Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  milk  in  one-third  pint 
containers.  When  these  milks  were  not  available,  ordinary 
milk  was  supplied  and  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  requested  to  make  quarterly  clinical 
examinations  of  the  herds  concerned.  Instructions  were  also 
given  that  ordinary  milk  must  be  pasteurised  at  the  schools 
before  it  was  given  to  the  children.  At  the  end  of  1949? 

138  schools  were  being  supplied  with  Pasteurised  Milk,  11 
with  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  20  with  ungraded  milk  and  2 
with  dried  milk. 


Strict  supervision  of  all  sources  of  supplies  was 
maintained  to  ensure  the  cleanliness  and  safety  of  the  milk. 

A total  of  52  visits  of  inspections  were  made  by  the  County 
Milk  Officer  to  farms  supplying  milk  to  schools  in  1949?  and 
351  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  cleanliness  or  correct  heat  treatment. 


SCHOOL  MEALS. 


The  number  of  schools  at  which  meals  were  provided  during 
1949  was  158  with  approximately  10,974  children  partaking.
